Americans by the thousands flocked 
into the capital Friday for President 
Nixon’s second inauguration. They 
found 
it 
unseasonably 
warm, 
jammed with cars and festooned 
with bunting and no-parking signs. 
Despite the air of gaiety and 
Nixon’s feeling that a Vietnam 
peace is near, counter-inaugural 
war 
protesters 
massed 
for 


demonstrations 
they 
promised 
would be peaceful, to mark the 
presidential" swearing-in. 
The climax of the four-day, $4 
million 
extravanganza 
—the 
costliest party Washington has ever 
seen—will 
come 
at 
noon 
EST 
Saturday, when Nixon takes his 35- 
word oath of office on the East steps 
of the Capitol. 
About 2,000 Army and Marine 


troops were poised outside the 
District of Columbia in the event of 
trouble. Security was the tightest 
ever for an inauguration. Manhole 
covers along the two-mile parade 
route 
were 
pried 
open 
for 
inspection, 
and 
office 
buildings 
along Pennsylvania Avenue were 
declared off-limits for Saturday’s 
parade 
Nixon returned to the White House 


Thursday night from Key Biscayne, 
Fla., where he spent several days 
working on his inaugural speech and 
conferring 
with 
aides about 
a 
Vietnam peace settlement 
Administration sources said the 
President will assert in his speech 
that the nation is on the brink of a 
“ just and lasting” peace, and that 
he will urge a postwar period of 
“ conciliation ” 
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Sunshine now and again broke 
through cloudy skies Friday, and 
temperatures were in the 60s For 
inauguration day, there was a 10 per 
cent chance of ram, with tempera­ 
tures about the same. Normal for 
mid-January in the capital is 37 
degrees. 
Buildings, reviewing stands and 
street lights along the parade route 
were ablaze with red. white and blue 
bunting. 
One 
teen-aged 
visitor 
leaned over to pick out a Nixon 
button the size of basketball from a 
street vendor, and revealed on her 
dress a red, white and blue button 
that said. “ Wendell Willkie, he is 
our salvation and hope.” 
As portable rest rooms were 
installed and litter swept away, city 
residents 
grumbled 
over 
the 
proliferation of no-parking signs 
that appeared on every utility pole 
within blocks of the Capitol, the

Friday afternoon, the President 
said

The salute, at the Corcoran Art 
Gallery a block from the White 
House, featured ethnic music and 
art. and was highlighted by a 
sumptuous banquet of foods from 23 
nations.

There were four concerts on tap 
Friday night, only three of them 
official inaugural events The fourth 
was a free concert at Washington 
Cathedral conducted by Leonard

Trustees to see school cutback plan Tuesday 


School trustees will get their first 
public 
opportunity 
Tuesday

recommendations 
for 
sweeping cutbacks to meet the 
realities of declining enrollment. 
School Supt. Glen Wegner Friday 
announced he was recommending 
against the closing of any schools, 
and instead offered a reorganization 
plan that included the consolidation 
of four elementary schools under 
two principals; the cutback by 
attrition of certain specialists; and 
a cutback in custodial services. 


A packet of information on the 
subject was issued to news media in 
the early morning Wegner briefed 
an audience of school employes in 
the early afternoon. 
It was unclear how extensively the 
trustees would discuss the issues 
Tuesday, but one source close to the 
scene said it was almost certain the 
board would defer any final action 
until 
further 
study 
and 
public 
discussion.

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (U P II - A 
man fired at least 20 rounds from a 
shotgun in crowded Standiford Field 
airp o rt 
F rid a y

commandeered an Ozark Airlines’ 
DC9 jetliner, holding a mechanic 
hostage. 
The gunman demanded a pilot to 
fly 
him 
to 
an 
undetermined 
destination 
Witnesses at the airport said the 
man, described as short and clean- 
cut, pulled the shotgun from an 
Army 
duffle 
bag 
and 
fired 
“ methodically’ at doors, windows 
and the ceiling near the American 
Airlines desk 
on 
the 
airport’s 
mezzanine There were about 100 
people nearby, but no one was 
injured 


The incident began about 9:10 
p.m. EST. 
As police approached, the man 
fled the terminal area and ran 
aboard the Ozark jet. The mechanic 
was the only person aboard the 
Diane, officials said 
Airport officials said the gunman 
ordered the mechanic to talk by 
radio to the control tower and order 
a pilot. The officials said the 
gunman seemed uncertain where he 
wanted to be flown. He was offered 
another 
plane, 
but 
reportedly 
refused to get off the DC9, which 
was described as flyable 
Police said they planned to “ wait 
him out.” 
The man, who reportedly told 
control tower officials his name was 


“ Alex,” was described as about 5- 
foot-7, in his mid 20’s and clean 
shaven He was wearing Army pants 
and an Army utility jacket. 
Bill Wilder, a newsman for radio 
station WKLO here, said he was 
waiting for his mother to arrive on a 
flight from New York City when he 
heard the first blast of the shotgun. 
“ 1 looked up onto the mezzanine 
and saw the guy, who looked very 
calm, shooting away at windows and 
walls. 
" I scurried my family to safety 
and then crawled on my hands and 
knees to a telephone and called 
police. While 1 was calling 1 could 
see the man’s reflection in windows. 
He was methodically pumping the 
shotgun ”

Laird urges

Vietnamese 
Foreign 
Minister Tran Van Lam said Friday 
the United States and South Vietnam 
are “ very close” to a cease-fire 
agreement with the Communists. A 
Saigon newspaper with close ties to 
the government said a truce could 
go into effect Feb 3. 
In Washington, outgoing Defense 
Secretary Melvin R Laird urged the 
South Vietnamese to back any 
cease-fire 
agreeement 
fully. 
Otherwise, he said, they might find 
it 
“ very 
very difficult getting 
further support from the United 
States ” 
Thailand s 
Prime 
Minister, 
Thanom Kittikachorn, said a cease­ 
fire could be extended to Cambodia 
and Laos about 10 days after going 
into effect in Vietnam But he said 
U.S. presidential emissary Gen 
Alexander Haig was returning to 
Saigon 
from 
Bangkok 
because 
“ there are still some questions to be 
worked out. ”

"NEW YORK (U PI) - Four young 
gunmen held nearly a dozen persons 
hostage in a Brooklyn sporting goods 
store for more than four hours 
Friday night and fought a fierce gun 
battle with scores of police. 
One policeman was killed, two 
more wounded One of the gunmen 
was reported wounded and the 
gunmen shouted for a doctor. 
“ They said they’d rather die than 
come out,” a policeman said 
“ They’re loaded with stuff in 
there,” 
another 
officer 
said, 
referring to the rifles, pistols and 
stores of ammunition in the store 
Some officers were pinned down 
under the fire of the gunmen for four 
hours. An armored car and a special 
sniper squad were brought to the 
scene 
to 
permit 
the 
trapped 
policemen to escape 
Other police said they saw persons 
with their hands on their heads 
standing at the front windows of the 
store. 
Police 
negotiated 
with 
the 
gunmen to surrender, but four hours 
after the young men entered the 
store there was no sign of progress. 
Shooting resumed about 10 30 p.m. 
EST. 
A 
police 
helicopter 
hovered 
overhead 
and 
more 
than 
150 
policmen, many wearing bullet - 
proof vests, stood on an elevated 
train platform overlooking the store 
or crouched behind automobiles. 
The exact number of hostages was 
impossible to determine. Police at 
first said 15, then said there were 
four gunmen and 11 hostages. Other 
officers said there were 10 hostages. 
The scene was directly across the 
street from a bar used to film the 
movie “ The French Connection” 
and the elevated train platform was 
the same used in the chase scene of 
the movie. 
The gunmen released one hostage, 
a girl about 17 years old, in response 
to a police request to send out an 
intermediary 
The girl said one of the hostages 
was wounded and lying on the floor 
bleeding and coughing up blood. 
Police Sgt Edward Johnson said the 
released hostage told him: 


"These men are despa rate ... 
They will fight it out to the end 


The dead officer—Steve Gilroy, 
29-was shot through the head A 
colleague said the dead policeman 
was wearing a ceramic-type vest, 
but no helme» He was shot bv a 
gunman at a side door of the two- 
story sporting goods store 
The 
drama 
apparently 
began 
about 6 p m 
as a holdup 
The 
gunmen, interrupted by the arrival 
of a police radio car, retreated to 
the store and opened fire. 
Police and the gunmen traded 
shots for about 75 minutes Then 
police, using a portable loudspeaker,

“ They’ll never get out. 
“ I was one of the first on the 
scene," Haddican said,

across the street directly opposite 
the store ... There was a blaze, a 
mess of gunfire coming from the 
store They were using everything at 
us—shotguns, high-powered rifles 
“ As I was crouching behind my 
patrol car the officer i who was later 
slain) was next to me —and all of a 
sudden a bullet from nowhere came 
out in this blaze and hit him right in 
the head He slumped over, dead 
The

was cordoned off 
Adjacent shops were kept dark at 
police order and street lights — 
which might illuminate crouching 
policemen — were turned off 
Subway service on the overhead 
tracks was suspended.

WASHINGTON - Those 
who 
have 
known 
the 
b itte r n e s s 
of 
d e f e a t, 
disappointment and despair 
place a special value on the 
quality of lovaltv. 
So it was with Charles de 
G a u l l e : 
He 
n e v e r 
com pletely 
trusted 
any 
Frenchm an who had not 
rallied to him and to the 
cause of Free France in 
1940. 
These men 
— the 
M a l r a u x s , 
Gu i c h a r d s , 
Foccarts 
and 
Freys 
— 
remained personally loyal 
to De Gaulle throughout his 
long life and he rewarded 
them 
with 
honors 
and 
responsibilities. Other men 
he simply tolerated or used. 
And so it is with Richard 
Nixon, 
who 
so 
much 
adm ires De Gaulle and so 
little resembles him. The 
years between 1960 and 1968 
must have been perfect hell 
for 
a 
man 
of 
Nixons 
intelligence 
and 
driving 
ambition. For a man who 
plainly relishes power both 
for its trappings and for its 
essence, the losses to John 
Kennedy in 1960 and to Pat 
Brown in 1962 must have 
been pure wormwood and 
gall. 
But throughout those long 
y ears 
in 
the 
political 
wilderness, Nixon kept the 
f a i t h 
a n d 
g r a d u a l l y 
attracted 
to 
him 
others 
whose views matched his 
own. 
The 
tenets 
of 
the 
Nixonian faith are not easily 
defined and seem to rest 
upon as many negative as 
positives 
On the positive 
side 
is 
the 
traditional 
American emphasis on the 
virtues 
of 
hard 
work, 
frugality and patriotism. On 
the 
negative 
side 
is 
a 
distrust of the intellectual 
community, of the press, of 
the Brahmin caste. 
In 
h i s 
f i r s t 
administration, the Nixon 
a b s o l u t i s t s 
— 
t h e 
Haldemans, 
Ehrlichmans, 
Colsons 
and 
Zieglers 
— 
e s t a b l i s h e d 
t h e i r 
ascendancy 
within 
the 
White House Staff. Now, as 
a consequence of Nixon’s 
g o v ern m e n tal 
reshuffle 
(made 
in 
the 
name 
of 
d e c e n t r a l i z a t i o n 
b u t 
actually 
a 
centralizing 
operation), their influence 
and authority are extending 
outward into the various 
government 
departm ents 
and agencies and down to 
the second and third levels. 
Liberals, because of their 
deep and abiding intestinal 
distrust of Nixon both as a 
man and as a politician, 
view 
this 
process 
with 
considerable alarm. But it 
is really too early to say 
whether the ascendancy of 
the Nixon loyalists is a good 
thing or a bad thing. For the 
moment, it is simply a fact. 
Lord knows, the federal 
bureaucracy is overblown, 
inefficient, 
rem ote 
and 
unresponsive to either the 
presidency or the people. If 
it can be shaken up and 
resuscitated, then not just 
Nixon but his successors 
and the nation will have 
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been well served. 
But there is a danger in all 
this which, for lack of a 
better term, might be called 
personalism. Nixon — and 
any president — has a right 
to 
the 
loyalty 
of 
his 
subordinates. 
But 
that 
loyalty is owed primarily to 
the office of the presidency 
and to the constitution of the 
United States, rather than 
to 
R i c h a r d 
N i x o n 
personally. 
By 
i n s i s t i n g 
on 
conformity 
in 
everything 
f r o m 
d r e s s - s t y l e s 
to 
intellectual 
attitudes, 
a 
president robs himself of 
options and deprives the 
country of the labors of 
some of its most creative 
citizens. 
If he sees and 
listens only to those whose 
vision of America and of life 
is identical to his own, he 
may implement his policies 
more 
efficiently, 
but he 
limits his own capacity for 
growth. 
There 
are 
not 
enough 
hours 
in 
the day 
for a 
president to see as many 
people as he should, let 
alone for him to see all 
those who want to see him. 
There necessarily must be a 
straining process by which 
that which is superfluous, 
superficial or irrelevant can 
be 
elim inated 
from 
a 
president’s ken so that he 
can devote his energies to 
the task of 
running 
the 
country. And those who are 
strained out quite naturally 
will regard a president as 
aloof 
and 
remote. 
That 
cannot be helped. 
But what can be helped 
are the tone and atmosphere 
of the process. A president 
of the United States can be 
and ought to be a big man. 
He can afford, precisely 
because he is so powerful, to 
» S O J X )\ 
be generous. There is no 
need for — and ought to be 
no room for — meanness, 
smallness or vindictiveness 
within the White House. And 
yet that is precisely the odor 
which 
at present exudes 
from 
1600 
Pennsylvania 
Avenue; the sour rectitude 
of the self-righteous.lt is 
not, 
to 
put 
it 
mildly, 
b e c o m i n g , 
a n d 
t h e 
President ought to put a 
stop to it. 


Richard Nixon, after four 
y e a r s 
in 
o f f i c e 
ha s 
d e m o n s t r a t e d 
t h r e e 
qualities 
of 
which 
great 
p re sid e n ts 
a r e 
m ade: 
intelligence, 
energy 
and 
determ ination. 
He 
has 
shown both flexibility (in his 
overtures to China and the 
S o v i e t 
U n i o n ) 
a n d 
s t e a d f a s t n e s s 
(in 
his 
Vietnam policy ). 


What have been lacking 
are the qualities of warmth 
and 
humanity 
and 
the 
capacity to dream those 
dream s which m ake m en’s 
souls sing and arouse the 
spirit of a nation. 


The United States cannot 
be run as if it were General 
Motors or IBM writ large. 
For we are more than that. 
If we were not, the graves of 
our sons would not enrich 
the 
soils of a 
score of 
nations 
from 
Norway to 
Korea, the words of our 
poets would not lift the 
souls of half the world. 


So 
l o y a l t y , 
w h i l e 
important, can 
never be 
enough If he is content to 
let them do so, those around 
Nixon can assure him a 
reputation for competence. 
But he has the equipment to 
be a great president and if 
he is satisfied with anything 
less, all of us will be the 
losers.

Host to 100,000 visitors 


In the past 15 years the 1st 
S t r a t e g i c 
A e r o s p a c e 
Division at Vandenberg Air 
Force Base has played host 
to nearly 100,000 visitors, 
including a President of the 
United 
States, 
two 
vice 
presidents, 
the chiefs of 
state 
of 
several 
foreign 
countries, 
and 
numerous 
c e l e b r i t i e s 
f r o m 
t he 
entertainment world. 
N earb y 
neighbors 
of 
Vandenberg, meaning the 
citizens of Lompoc, Santa 
Maria, and Santa Barbara, 
h a v e 
c o m p r i s e d 
t h e 
majority of visitors to the 
missile base, but there have 
also 
been 
a 
substantial 
number 
of 
visitors 
who 
traveled all the way from 
the E ast Coast to make the 
visit. 
In fact, in October of this 
year, the base is scheduled 
to receive 100 m em bers of 
the British Interplanetary 
Society, who will be flying 
here from London to see the 
only U.S. Air Force base 
that continuingly launches 
missiles and satellites. 
A vital element of the 
Strategic 
Air 
Command, 
Vandenberg is the home of 
the 1st Strategic Aerospace 
Division, 
commanded 
by 
Major General Salvador E. 
Felices, who foresees little 
decrease in public interest 
in the base for 1973. 
T he 
g e n e r a l ’s 
dai l y 
i n v o l v e m e n t 
w i t h 
V a n d e n b e r g 
m i s s i o n 
requirements 
leaves 
him 
little 
tim e 
to greet 
the 
visitors personally, so the 
visitors for the most part, 
are escorted by the special 
s t a f f

Protocol at most military 
installations is just another 
duty for a staff officer, but 
with the intense public and 
o f f i c i a l 
i n t e r e s t 
in 
Vandenberg the handling of 
visitors is a full-time job for 
four officers.

Office is Major William S. 
Tuthill,

ATLANTA (U P I) — Influenza, above the 
epidemic level for the second straight 
week, has claimed at least 341 lives since 
the first of the year, the National Center 
for Disease Control (NCDC > reported 
Friday. 
the continuing increase in flu and 
pneumonia mortality across the country 
strengthened belief (hat the London flu. a 
new virus strain, may become a major U.S. 
health problem this winter. 
Dr. Robert Rubin, the NCDC’s flu 
expert, said that while flu-related deaths 
are on the increase nationwide for the 
second week in a row, the number of deaths 
for the period is still below the figure 


Vandals 
caused 
oil spill 


OAKLAND, Calif. (UPI) 
— Coast Guardsmen and 
pollution fighters sponged 
thousands 
of 
gallons of 
waste oil Friday from an 
arm of San Francisco Bay 
into which it spilled when 
vandals opened the pigot on 
a waterfront tank. 
The 
oil 
was 
trapped 
behind three 1,000-foot log 
booms thrown across the 
mouth 
of 
the 
Oakland 
Estuary to keep it out of the 
bay proper. 


Three Coast Guard boats 
and 10 private craft used a 
400-foot piece of webbing on 
floats 
to scoop the oil 
together, then sponged it up 
with white foam-type balls 
which were carried off to be 
squeezed out on shore. 


H.J. Lynch, Coast Guard 
captain of the port, said 
incoming tides kept the oil 
from dispersing into the bay 
and made the cleanup job 
easier. 
Coast 
Guard 
helicopters tracked the oil 
slick, which was called a 
“ major spill.”

Skylab is a 94-ton space

The $2 billion project was 
scheduled to be completed 
by Christmas this year, but 
the launch delay means the 
program will extend into 
early 1974 
Astronauts 
Charles 
“Pete” Conrad. Dr Joseph 
P. Kerwin and Paul J Weitz 
will tie the first to occupy 
the house-sized laboratory 
They were scheduled for 
launch May 1. but their 
flight will be delayed until 
one day after Skylab is 
launched unmanned into a 
270-mile high orbit.

WASHINGTON <NEA) 
Billie .Jean Moffitt King has been named Sports Illus- 
trated’s Sportswoman of the Year but her critics are still 
numerous, 
“ She’s too tough, too masculine," said one long-retired 
woman tennis player. 
“ She gets tennis and women's lib mixed up like church 
and state; there’s no place for that kind of soap box in 
sports.’’ said another. 
Billie Jean would probably grin malevolently at this 
exchange. For though Billie Jean promotes women’s 
tennis on a worldwide stage, there’s a certain bit of self­ 
promotion she obviously enjoys, too. 
Even way back when she was little Miss Moffitt. she 
was not one to sit on her tuffet with her tennis racket 
relaxed. She loved the game the first time she ever hit 
that fuzzy ball and she drilled herself to be a competitive 
player. She could have told Vince Lombardi a few things 
about dedication and winning. 
After her marriage, reporters referred to her as “a 
bouncy outspoken housewife from Long Beach, Calif..

as much a misnomer as if one were to describe Raquel 
Welch as the typical Roller Derby moll because of her 
appearance in the movie, Kansas City Bombers.’ ” 
She was named top female athlete for 1967. but in July 
1969. her three-year dominance at Wimbledon was halted 
by another old married lady. Ann Haydon Jones. Billie 
Jean denied that she was unstrung by the partisan crowd 
reaction, but she did drop a cute curtsy in a plea for 
silence 
By the time the boos died down, a new Billie Jean 
began to surface. Outwardly she was softer, more fem­ 
inine; inwardly, she seethed. And shortly the world 
knew it. 
She became more stylish, letting her hair grow to the 
new shaggy waif look instead of the old Jane Powell coed 
cut ’n curl. She burned her baby blue plastic batwing 
glass frames and outfitted her face with wrap-around 
wire-rim goggles a la Gloria Steinem 
And she jumped up on Gloria’s podium for female 
equality and began slicing a few curves at tennis. 
She pouted and fussed over money. She turned pro and 
became the first women athlete to earn over $100.000 
in each of two consecutive years. She sued and snarled 
over bad officiating and small purses. And if she had not 
turned her ire on the tennis world, there might not be a 
Virginia Slims Tournament with a fat, silk, fringed purse 
for women pros. 
She’s come a long way, baby, from the bouncy house­ 
wife, Mrs. American Pie image she built up in her early 
years. 
She is outspoken in favor of abortion, if not against 
motherhood: “ I would have had it (her abortioni even 
if I hadn’t been playing tennis. We just did not want this 
child at this time. Tennis. I believe, is one of the greatest 
things a woman can do.” 
But she is no bra burner. Billie Jean hotlv denied the 
published report that she criticized actress Elke Sommer 
for wearing a transparent white tennis dress minus her 
bra. 
‘*1 don’t care what people wear, or don’t wear, on the 
tennis court.” sniffed the former Miss Moffitt 
She doesn’t care what they wear, just as long as women 
keep signing up for the tournaments and creating crowd 
excitement in their slower-paced but just as tough game. 
She’s a fierce competitor, yet onenly admits that she’s 
glad to share fan adulation with the newcomers to 
women’s tennis 
When she was unseated by Evonne Goolagong as No. 1 
last year, she said, “ I go crazy when I'm introduced as the 
No. 2 player in the world.” But she later admitted that 
Evonne’s and newcomer Chris Evert’s ‘‘stardom and all 
that attention are my dreams for tennis ” 
Her dream for women’s tennis has been partially 
realized It has style, draw, recognition and pay-off now' 
What Billie Jean King did for tennis was to take some 
tough wire-snips and do a delicate job of removing the 
lace from Gussie Moran’s panties.

Super Bowl Game. 
Ewbank didn't want to 
skimp The ring for each Jet 
player came to $1,000 
Following which, the NFL 
decreed the commissioner’s 
office would go for no more 
than $500 for each winner’s 
ring and $250 for each of the 
runnersup. 
To some players, the ring 
seems to mean more than 
the money. 
Circumstances 
have 
forced some recipients of 
World Series’ rings to sell 
them. 
and 
these 
circumstances would have 
to be classified among the 
toughest in the world 
The late Jimmie Foxx 
world 
series’ 
ring 
was 
discovered in a pawn shop 
more than once. Someone 
who liked Jimmie, and there 
were many who did. would 
get the ring out for him and 
make him promise he’d 
never hock it again, but 
somehow it always wound 
up back in the pawn shop. 


Then there is this bar 
owner in Harlem. 
He still has the late Hank 
Thompson’s World Series 
ring. Thompson sold it to 
him for $100 and told him 
he d redeem it when he had 
the money. 
Dusty Rhodes scraped up
